Considerable controversy 
now exists between the City 
of Sierra Madre - Arcadia 
and the Board of Supervis¬ 
ors and the Los Angeles 
County Flood Control Dis¬ 
trict over the condition of 
the road to Chantry Flat. 

Last October the City of 
Sierra Madre and the City 
of Arcadia notified the 
Ccwmty and the State that 
they no longer would main¬ 
tain the road on the basis 
that the roaiJ does .not pro¬ 
vide services to the citizens 
of the commiunity, and that 
the road was a county road. 

Although the road serves 
the county recreational ar¬ 
eas their response to the 
maintenance of the road has 
been a negative one. 

Now the Flood Control 
District is requesting that 
the City maintain the road 
to allow them access to 
their Flood Control facili¬ 
ties, namely the Lan'naii De¬ 
bris Basin and the Santa 
Anita Dam. 

Noting that extensive 
damage has been caused to 
the road during the recent 
rains, the City Council con¬ 
sidered the vacation of the 
road as it will soon become 
too hazardous to safely 
drive over, however, it was 
decided that the Council 
wo‘uld invite representatives 
of Supervisor Dorn’s office 
and the County Road de¬ 
partment to review the situ¬ 
ation first hand', and con¬ 
sider its necessity to the 
County, not to the City.

A person 
whose Income is $2,125 per 
year is eligible to receive .50 
per cent reimbursement. 
And a person whose Income 
is $3,000 per year reecives 15 
per cent reimbursement.

Blaming the other fellow for inflation is the sheerest 
kind of hypocrisy, if increasing the price of a service or 
a product is taken as the sole measure of who is to 
blame for inflation. A recent graph published in U.S. 
News & World Report should serve as an excellent score- 
board of culprits. It tabulates price changes of goods 
and services that involve everyone. 

For Instance, if you are a barber and tend to kick 
about the price of groceries at the corner grocery down 
the street, it is well to remember that the grocer may 
reciprocate. According to the U.S. News chart, men’s 
haircuts have risen 32.9 per cent in the past five years. 
Perhaps you are an auto repairman. Before kicking too 
much about the man next door whom you think may be 
overcharging his customers, it is well to note that auto 
repairs have risen 23.5 per cent between 1964 and 1969. 
If your business involves such items as repairing furnaces, 
reshingling roofs or replacing a kitchen sink, silence is 
the best policy. They have gone up respectively 44.3 per 
cent, 40.3 per cent and 40.2 per cent. 

The real inflation culprit is the individual who per¬ 
sists in adhering to the quaint notion that he can get 
something for nothing — if the government gives it to 
him.
